Secretary to Call Conference 


Washington, July 27 LP).—Secretary Perkins soon will call a 


conference of state labor executives to draft a model -wage-hour law 
•which states may enact to supplement the new federal legislation. 


A labor department official said today about a dozen men -would 


be invited to the meeting, probably late in August. 


Any measure which they approve can be submitted to more than 


40 legislatures meeting next January. Thus a few months after the 
I'ederal legislation becomes effective in October, many states :nay set 
up similar wage-hour standards for the millions of workers 
em- 


ployed in intra-state industries not subject to the federal law. 


The conference method of working out a model law was recom- 


mended to Secretary Perkins after her return from Europe, by V. A. 
Zimmer, chief of the division ot labdr standards. 


Federal officials desire, it is said, to eliminate as rapidly as pos- 


sible inequalities which may arise from competition under the fed- 
eral law. They cite in this regard a company operating In Inter- 
state' commerce which must compete with a purely intra-state com- 
pany. 
The latter, without a state law, would not have to maintain 


tha same standards as the interstate concern. 


Tne federal program will impose at the outset a maximum 44- 


hour work week and minimum 25-cent hour wages for all employes 
in interstate commerce.

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TOY PLANE 


With interest, in airplane flights rising 


higher than for years, and people circling the 
globe as if they were riding in a merry-go- 
round, and carelessly crossing the Atlantic 
eastward when they meant to cross America 
westward, and "air crates" coming back into 
style, and so on, perhaps a midget built in 
St. Louis deserves a little attention. 


It is a biplane only twelve feet long, with 


a wing-spread of thirteen feet, designed by 
a veteran flyer named James Malone and 
built by Vincent Linberg, in the air division 
of the Missouri National Guard. In test 
flights it has made 170 miles an hour. It has 
125 horsepower. The cost was $1,200. 


This craft might be called a powered hum- 


ming-bird, although it can't hover or fly 
backward—not yet, anyway. Or maybe a 
deer-fly. We may yet hear of it crossing the 
Atlantic, landing perhaps in Paris by mistake 
for Tokyo. That would come from requiring 
such close attention to the steering of so 
swift and tiny a ship, that the pilot hadn't 
time to look at his compass. 


THE GERMAN COLLAPSE 
- 


The Germans were probably surprised at 


the collapse of their stock market on what 
may for a long time be known as "Black Mon- 
day." Their own newspapers described the 
sudden slump in values as sensational. 


The rest of the world is not surprised. Ger- 


many is subject to the same difficulties with 
rising labor costs and rising taxes as the rest 
of us. It has also a governmental dictation 
subject to no control by constitutional safe- 
guards nor by general public opinion. The 
government's financing of its own public 
works has no such backlog of natural or ac- 
cumulated financial resources as those of this 
country or of Great Britain. The gold piece 
which comes out of the old sock at time of 
need in France has long since been used up 
in Germany. 


There is also this factor: that if you harass 


and persecute the owners of your best finan- 
cial and constructive genius, you must more 
or less expect to get along for the future on 
a much lower financial level than when they 
were your honored helpers. 


OUR TRAVEL BILL 


Travel is one of our biggest and most ex- 


pensive industries, taking about $5,000,000,- 
000 a year out of American pockets. But we 
needn't worry about that, because nearly all 
of it just passes around and flows back into 
American pockets. 
Transportation, hotels 


and tourist camps, food, amusements, and 
personal luxuries—candy, gum, drinks, etc.— 
account for about a billion apiece. 


Why do we spend such sums unneces- 


sarily? Kipling said it very neatly: "For to 
admire and for to see, for to be'old this world 
so wide." We're lured by a longing for 
change, by "something hid beyond the 
ranges." And as Tennyson makes Ulysses 
say: "All experience is an arch, where- 
through gleams that untraveled world whose 
margin fades forever and forever as we 
move." 


MOUNTAIN MADNESS 


Mountain climbers who failed again in the 


fifth attempt to conquer Mount Everest in 
Tibet, in spite of their disappointment, say 
they are going to try again. Perhaps that 
will be next year. There are only a few, weeks 
in the year when the climbers have a theo- 
retical chance to accomplish that mighty 
feat They suggest a continuous yearly cam- 
paign, beginning anew every May, until vic- 
tory is won. 


It could doubtless be done easily enough 


today with a stratosphere airship. But that, 
to a real mountain-climber, wouldn't be 
sportsmanship. And sportsmanship is above 
logic, especially in the big hills. Mountains, 
like the sea, seem to -touch explorers with 
madness.

Toward the end of 
the exercise period what is called the breathing ex- 
ercises were given. One Instructor hnd his squad 
raise their arms well up over their heads as they 
drew In a deep broath, and let tho nlr out ot their 
ungs again as tho arms camo down to the sides. 
The eierclae was accompanied by the noise of 
areathing In and breathing out. The other In- 
structor pointed to a tent about 100 yards distant 
and Instructed his squad to "double march" (slow 
run) 
to this tent, go round by the right, and re- 


urn.Now which was the best exercise for the pur- 
pose of strengthening the lungs? 


The, simple, deep breathing by sending the 


diaphragm (floor ot chest) down against tho liver, 
queezed tho liver and helped to increase the bile 
low. ffhis Is ot help of coin-so as bile is Nature's 
iurg«lve. However, the simple breathing in and 
>ut, even It tho men breathed in and out as hard as 
.hey could, did not really call for much work from 
.he lungs or heart because such a small amount of 
work or exercise was done. The running of two or 
more hundred yards, which meant raising the 150 
or more pounds off the ground and driving it for- 
ward 120 times a minute meant that the huge mus- 
cles of the legs raised many tons of weight, which 
meant extra, blood driven by tho heart, and extra 
>lood had to be made fresh by tho lungs. In other 
words, the running created a deep 'need' for pure 
blood and all the little air cells in the lungs wera 
called on to work; it is this work that develops the 
ungs. 
"Deep breathing exercises such .is were pre- 


scribed years ago to 'store up oxygen' are a snare 
and a delusion." 
The thought then is that If you are well enough 


to take exercise, doing some work—walking, run- 
ning, playing games—makes the muscles 'need 
tnore pure blood and so develops the lungs.

WASHINGTON.— The Agricultural 


Chemical association has enlisted 
farmers In 32 stat«i in »n experi- 
ment to determine the practicability 
of growing castor pl»rrt» on » com- 
mercial scale. 


Former United States Sen. Smith 


W. Brookhart headi the newly 
formed organization promoting the 
program which he wyi may afford 
farmers a "cash crop" for 35,000,000 
acres with an annual revenue of 
11.000,000,000. 


Dr. Henry O. Knight, chief of the 


department of agriculture bureau of 
chemistry and soils expressed iktp- 
tlclsm of the claims, pointing out 
that many difficulties rnuit be mr- 
mounted before the program can be 
made practical. 


"The claim that farmers may de- 


rive J30 to $90 an acrr from castor 
plants is not, so far as J can find out, 
based on anything but promotional 
guesswork," Knight said. "It gives 
farmers a wrong impression." 


Indorsed « Experiment. 


Knight said he approved the pro- 


gram as an. experiment — which its 
sponsors insisted it was— but urged 
that farmers not plant castor beans 
on a commercial scale until they 
had proved their adaptability to 
their farms and had assurance of a 
profitable cash market. 


The United States consumes 84.- 


000,000 pounds of castor oil annual- 
ly. 
All ot it is imported. Com- 


mercial use of the oil might be in- 
creased to 400,000,000 pounds by a 
small reduction in costs to allow 
castor oil to compete with other im- 
ported oils, the association, said. 


"Castor oil and by-products, when 


grown in America, will represent an 
enormous addition to the national 
farm income alone, running eventu- 
ally into hundreds of millions of 
dollars— an income and an industry 
which is now here for development," 
the association said. 


A prospectus issued by the Wo- 


burn Industries farm bureau, chief 
rupportcr of the association, said 
farmers could realize a minimum 
-clurn ot $30 an acre. Four hundred 
pounds of beans— at the present 
price of 3 5 cents a pound— would 
bring farmers ?H an acre, it was 
argued. 


Fiber Rope and Paper. 
'"* 


From the stalks, which grow 8 to 


10 feet high, 500 pounds of leaves 
would sell for $7.50 nnd the stalk 
from which fiber for rope and cellu- 
lose for paper can be manufactured 
would bring $8.50 nn «crc on av- 
er:1 KC growth, the association esti- 
mated. 


The beans are nn established com- 


mercial commodity, but the leaves, 
from which nn insecticide hns been 
made, nnd the stalks itill nre un- 
proved outside of chemical labora- 
tories. 


The Woburn company, • large im- 


porter of cnstor oil, says it has 
grown castor beans successfully for 
four years in New Jersey. It be 
lleves the bean more adaptable to 
southern states, which have a cli- 
mate more nearly that of India and 
South Africa, where it is now grown. 


It has sent seeds to farmers in 32 


states for the planting of experi- 
mental plots this year. Officials of 
the association said that reports will 
be checked next fall to determine 
in which sections the bean can be 
made commercially profitable. 


In ns many as "possible of those 


sections the association members 
will offer farmers contracts to pur- 
chase all beans and stalks produced 
nt n set price. Factories will be 
set up to process the plant in each 
locality, officials said.

The Painting "Spirit of '"6" 
The old man who posed for the 


figure of the drummer in the paint- 
ing "Spirit of- '75" did not live to 
see the picture completed—he was 
so feeble. He xvas the father of the 
artist himself, Archibald M. Wil- 
lard, born in Bedford in August of 
1836. 
Willard originally called his 


painting "Yankee Doodle." 
But 


when the painting was taken to Bos- 
ton for exhibition after it was 
praised at the Centennial Exhibition 
in Philadelphia in 1876, the name 
began to change. And here is why: 
A feeble-minded fellow of Boston 
was known as "Yankee Doodle." In 
an attempt to prevent snickering re- 
marks connecting the masterpiece 
with the unfortunate fellow, a civic 
leader of the town suggested that a 
subtitle, "Spirit of '76" be added to 
.the original. It was, and eventually 
"Spirit of "76" became the title by 
which the painting was known.'
